ANNEXURE 

Guidelines for the Import of Feature Films by Private 
Indian Parties on the Occasion of the Filmotsav 198b 

1. For the purpose of these Guidelines— 

(a) “the Committee” mcaqs the Contract Appro¬ 
val Committee to be set up by the Corpora¬ 
tion under guideline 16; 

(b) “the Corporation’’ means The National Film 
Development Corporation; Bombay; 

(c) “the Festival" means Filmotsav ’86 to be 
organised by the Directorate of Film Festi¬ 
vals, National Film Development Corpora¬ 
tion ir.] Hyderabad from January 10 to 24, 
1986 ; 

(d) “a film” means a foreign feature film; and 

(c) “a film entered in the Film MarVct” includes 
not only a film entered in the Film Market 
Section of the Festival, but also a film scree¬ 
ned iq various other Sections of the Festi¬ 
val. 

2. Films shall be authorised to be imported by 
private Indian parties only and from amongst the films 
entered in the Film Market. 

3. Imports shall be permitted only in regard to 
theatrical|television rights in India. 
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4. The total import of films by private Indian 
parties shall be restricted to the value ot Rs. 25 lakhs 
including royalty, cost of prints, freight charges and 
all other expenses payable in foreign exchange, but 
excluding customs duty payable in rupees, in India. 

5. A maximum of 25 films by private Indian parties 
shall be allowed to be imported, 

6. A film proposed to be imported should meet the 
followirg requirements regarding quality of films:— 

(a) The films should not be violative of an) 
Guidelines issued by the Government under 
the Cinematograph Act, 1952; 

(b) It should be of aesthetic value; 

(c) it should be cinematically of a good standard; 
and 

(d) it should be provide clean, healthy entertain¬ 
ment to the audience. 

7. The price per film, including royalty and cosi of 

prints shall be subject to a ceiling of rupee two lakhs. 
However, in the ease of exceptionally good films, the 
Corporation may permit relaxation of the ceiling by not 
more than 10%. , ,2 

8. A seller, if helshe is not the producer!right-holder, 
shall produce documents about the authority vested in ' 
hiin|her by Ihe producerlright-holder to sell the film 
in the Film Market, before the Corporation can per¬ 
mit himlher to sell the film. 

9. A non-resident Indian shall not he allowed to 
sell films to Jndian parties ip the Film Market. 

10. The import of films shall be permitted on out¬ 
right purchase-basis. No import shall be allowed on 
profit-sharing or on any other basis. Import of addi¬ 
tional prints of films authorised to be imported under 
these Guidelines shall also not subsequently be allo¬ 
wed. 

11. The import of films by private Indian parties 
shall continue to be canalised through the Corporation 
which shall be paid canalisation fee at the rate of 
Rs. 50,0001- (Rupees fifty thousand only) per film. 

12. The private Indian parties shall make their 
own arrangements for distribution of the imported 
films in India. 

15. 'The private Indian partv permitted to’import a 
film shall, within seven days of the first release of the 
film in India, inform the Corporation about the date 
of the first release along with particulars of the name 
of theatre where the film has been released and the 
name of the city, town, etc. und the State where the 
theatre exists. 

14. A private Indian party desirous ol importing a 
film under these Guidelines shall enter into nceotia- 
tiors with a foreign party and get hislhcr contract 
registered with the Corporation in 'the form prescribed 
bv the Corporation, as soon as the contract is entered 
into but not latei than 24th January, 1986, 


The private Indian party getting hisjher contract 
registered witii die Corporation will be requited to 
pay to the Corporation, at the time of rcgisration ot 
the contract, an adjustable advance of Rs. 5,000 
(Rupees five thousand only) per film. This advance 
will be adjusted against the canalisation fee of 
Rs. 50,000j- payable by the Indian party for import 
of his film. In case the Private Indian party does not 
import the film after its clearance within the period 
laid down in guideline 20, the amount is liable to be 
torefeited by the Corporation. In a case where a him 
is not cleared for import, the advance shall be refun¬ 
ded by the Corporation to the Private Indian party 
after a decision in this regard has been taken, as 
soon as possible and in ary case not later than 31st 
March, 1986. 

15. A film imported by a private Indian party shall 
be screened in the language in which it has been per¬ 
mitted to be imported and shall not be dubbed in any 
other language for the purpose of screening in India. 
Provided that a film imported as above can be dubbed 
in any other language for the purpose of screenirg in 
India, if it had been entered in any section of the 
Festival, other than the Market section of he Festival, 
or it has wop an international film award or lias 
participated in an international film festival recognised 
by the International Federation of Film Producers’ 
Association (Federation Internationale des Associa¬ 
tion de Producteurs de Films), after proof of award 
or participation has been made available to the 
Corporation. 

16, All the contracts registered with the Corpora¬ 
tion shall be placed before a Contract Approval Com¬ 
mittee to be set up by the Corporation. 

f7. (1) While considering the contracts, the Com¬ 
mittee shall ensure that the film proposed to be 
imported meets the requirements regarding quality of 
films given in guideline 6, 

Provided that approval of a film by the Committee 
or authorisation to import it by the Corporation shall 
not be construed as the film’s clearance for public 
exhibition and its suitability for public exhibiton 
under the Cinematograph Act, 1952 shall be decided 
by the Central Board of Film Certification and other 
authorities mentioned in the Act, as per its provisions. 

(2) While selecting films, the Committee will en¬ 
sure that due representation is given to films from 
the Third World countries. 

(3) The Committee shall give preference to those 
private Indian parties which are already in the film 
business (distribution etc,). 

18. The Committee shall forward to the Corpora¬ 
tion the list of approved films, to be imnorted within 
the amount of Rs. 25.00 lakhs, alongwith a supple¬ 
mentary list of approved films (about ten), so that if 
a film from the list of approved films is not imported 
by the private Indian partv conrvrrrd. within the 
time-limit mentioned in guideline 20, another private 
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Indian party can be given the chance to import a film 
from the supplementary list of approved films. 

19. The Corporation shall ensure that all contracts 
registered during the festival period are cleared by it, 
alter taking into consideration the recommendations 
oi the Committee by 14th February, 1986. 

20. The private Indian party whose contract is 
approved by the Corporation! shall have to utilise the 


foreign exchange placed at his|her disposal and import 
the film within 30 days of the date of receipt of tho 
approval or the date of placing the foreign exchange 
at hislbcr disposal, whichever is later. Tf he|she fails 
to do so, the approval shall be treated to have been 
cancelled and another private Indian party whose film 
is included in the supplementary list of approved films 
preferred to in Guideline 18 may be given an opportu¬ 
nity to import the film, subject to availability of 
foreign exchange at that time
